Wins Fourth 6ame of Series 


With Pittsburg 


Detroit, Oct. 13.—Detroit defeated 
Pittsburg 5 to 0 and evened up the 
count in the world’s championship se. 
Ties, each team now having two vic­ 
tories to its credit. 
Tho gam e wan 
played with the mercury at 34 degrees 
above zero, but 17,036 persons braved 
the chilling tem perature and freezing 
blasts and the great m ajority of them 
felt well repaid for their polar expe­ 
riences, because they were with De­ 
troit. 
The Am erican 
league 
champions 
outclassed th eir rivals in every de­ 
partm ent of the game and the pitch­ 
ing of George Mullin will m ake one of 
the brightest bits in the baseball his­ 
tory of Detroit. 
It is hard to con­ 
ceive of any pitcher having his oppo­ 
nents more a t his mercy than Mullin 
had Pittsburg. 
There was never a 
moment when he was not the absolute 
m aster of the situation and he was at 
his best with men on tile bases. Four 
hits represented the ability of the vis­ 
itors and no two of those were made 
in the sam e inning. 
Mullin perform ed a feat in the third 
inning th at will live long in the an­ 
nals of baseball and was frozen on the 
minds of those who saw it. 
In the 
third inning he struck out the mighty 
W agner with tw o out and men on sec­ 
ond and third. 
That was a mighty 
feat, but just previously he had struck 
out 
M anager Clarke, a hard hitter, 
with men 
on first, and second. 
A 
double steal on Clarke’s Third strike 
moved the men to second and third, 
where they w ere when W agner came 
to bat.

CRANE IGNORES 
ALL TRADITIONS 


Deposed Diplomat Insists on 


Detending Himself. 


STATE DEPARTMENT OFFICIALS 


Severely Scored in a Statement Is­ 


sued by Mr. Crane— Claims That 


They Not Only Refrained From Giv­ 


ing Him the Usual Instructions, But 


That He Had Been Denied Access 


to Them. 


W ashington, 
Oot. 
13.—Charles R. 
Crane of Chicago, m inister designate 
to China, was practically deposed by 
a dem and from Secretary Knox for his 
resignation. 
Thus a new chapter in American 
diplomacy was w ritten. 
A citizen 
chosen with special regard for hi3 
qualifications for tho post was re­ 
called before he had em barked from 
San Francisco and discharged from 
his high office because of alleged in­ 
discreet disclosures through the press. 
Moreover, 
this 
m inister, 
breaking 
through all the old traditions, insisted 
on defending himself from the asper­ 
sions cast upon him by th e secretary 
of state by the Issuance of a state­ 
m ent which most people her-} com­ 
m ent upon as certain to be very em­ 
barrassing to the adm inistration. 
The history of this ex!raordinary af­ 
fair, which began about a week ago 
with the announcem ent th a t M inister 
Crane had been stopped at San Fran­ 
cisco at the moment of em barkation 
for his post by a demand from S ecre­ 
tary Knox for his return to W ashing­ 
ton, reached at least its first crisis 
when the secretary in a form al state­ 
m ent announced that Mr. C rane’s res 
ignation had been Invited 
and the 
m inister 
designate 
replied 
In 
an 
equally formal statem ent th at while 
his resignation already had been ten­ 
dered to tile president, he felt him­ 
self very unjustly treated. 
Moreover, 
Air. Crane in his statem ent reflected 
very severely upon the officials of tile 
state departm ent, charging th at not 
only had they refrained from giving 
him the instructions usually issued to 
a m inister or am bassador about to 
leave for his post, but th at he had 
been denied access to them even after 
he had made repeated appointm ents 
with them. 
Me en ter! a sweeping denial of the 
charge th a t he "g'lve out” a newspa­ 
per story which is said to be the 
cause of his deposition, and places 
squarely upon the shoulders of Presi­ 
dent T aft the responsibility for the 
various utterances he has made re­ 
garding conditions in the F ar East 
which have aroused the ire of Secre­ 
tary Knox, and for final action upon 
his resignation. 


BANKER MORSE COLLAPSES 


Nervous Breakdown Follows Failure 
of Court Appeal. 
New York, Oct. 13.—O licials at the 
Tombs prison reported th a t Charles 
W. Morse, the financier, had been 
taken suddenly ill. 
The illness was 
said to be a nervous breakdown fol* 
lcwing the failure of Mr. M orse’s ap­ 
peal from his fifteen-year prison sen­ 
tence. 
Mr. Morse is now reported to 
be resting quietly. 
M orse’s counsel, M artin W. Little­ 
ton. called at the federal building to 
learn the prospects of having Morse 
released on bail again, pending the 
final review of the case by the United 
States supreme court on a w rit of cer­ 
tiorari, for which a forty-days’ s-tay 
of sentence has been granted. 
Mr. Littleton received no encourage­ 
m ent front the court, it was announced 
later. The justices inform ed him that 
it was not the practice of the United 
sta te s court of appeals to grant a pris­ 
oner’s release on bail pending a re­ 
view of its decision I y the United 
States supreme court. 
They did not 
intim ate that any exception m ight be 
m ade in the case because of the pris­ 
oner’s reported breakdown.

Professor Donald McMillan, one of 
Peary’s north pole party who recently 
arrived a t New York on board the 
Roosevelt, was asked by one of the 
reporters if any of the party had be­ 
come homesick during the stay in the 
arctic regions.

public for the first time.

INTRODUCTION BY PEARY. 
Some of my reasons for saying that 
Dr. Cook did not go to the North Tole 
will l>e understood by those who read 
the following statements of the two 
Eskimo boys who went with bim. and 
who told me and others of my party 
where he did go. 
Several Eskimos 
who started with Dr. Cook from An­ 
oratok in February. 1908, were at Etah 
when I arrived there in August. 1908. 
They told me that Dr. Cook had with 
him, after they left, two Eskimo boys 
or young men. two sledges and some 
twenty dogs. The boys were I-took a- 
shoo and Ah-pe-lah. 
I had known 
them from their childhood. 
One was 
about eighteen and the other about 
nineteen years of age. 
On my ret uni from Cape Sheridan 
and at the very first settlement I 
touched (Nerke. near Cape Chalon) in 
August, 1909. and nine days before 
reaching Etah, the Eskimos told me, 
In a general way, where Dr. Cook had 
been; that lie had wintered in .Tones 
Sound and that he had told the while 
men at Etali that he had been a long 
way north, but that the boys who were 
with him, I-took-a-shoo and Ah-pe-lah, 
said that this was not so.

father of one of them (I-took-a-shoo). 
who was personally familiar with the 
first third and the last third of their 
journey, and who said that the route 
for the remaining third, as shown by 
them, was as described to him by his 
son after his return with Dr. Cook. 
Notes of their statements were taken 
by several of us, and no one of us bas 
any doubt that they told the truth. 
Their testimony was unshaken by 
cross-examination, was corroborated 
by other men In the tribe, and was 
elicited neither by threats nor prom­ 
ises, the tw’o boys and their father 
talking of their journey aud their ex­ 
periences in the same way that they 
would talk of any bunting trip. 
To go more into details; One of th© 
boys was called in, and, with a chart 
on the table before him, was asked to 
show where he had gone with Dr 
Cook. 
This he did, pointing out with 
his finger on the map, but not making 
any marks upon it. 
As he went out, the other boy came 
In and was asked to show7 where he 
had gone with Dr. Cook. This he did, 
also without making any marks, and 
Indicated the same route and the same 
details as did the first boy. 
When he was through, Panikpah, 
the father of I-took-a-shoo, a very in­ 
telligent man, who was in the party 
of Eskimos that came back from Dr. 
Cook from the northern end of Nan­ 
sen’s Strait, who is familiar as a hunt­ 
er with the Jones Sound region, and 
who has been in Commander Peary’s 
various expeditions for some fifteen 
years, came in and indicated the same 
localities aud details as the tw7o boys. 
Then the first boy was brought in 
again, and with a pencil he traced on 
the map their route, members of our 
party writing upon the chart where, 
according to the boy’s statement, they 


I ne accompanying map is reproduced exactly from the original submitted by Commander Teary with his official 
statement by which he hopes to prove that Dr. Frederick A. Cook never reached the north pole. 
Tile map pur­ 
ports to have been traced out iu the presence of the two Eskimos who were with Dr. Cook and, according to 
Teary, is based upon their actual statements as to Cook’s entire journey. 
The dotted lines in the small map in the 
tipper left hand corner is the route which Dr. Cook says he took on his journey to aud from the pole after leaving 
Cape Thomas Hubbard. 
The irregular line extendiug northeast from Isachsen Laud is the edge of the land ice, 
beyond whieh.

Eskimo boys wore suggested by Com­ 
mander Peary to some of us, and were 
put by us to the Eskimo boys.

During the taking of this testimony, 
it developed that Dr. Cook had told 
these boys, as he told Mr. Whitney 
and Billy Pritchard, the cabin boy. 
that they must not tell Commander 
Peary or any of us anything about 
their journey, and the boys stated 
Dr. Cook had threatened them if they 
should tell anything. 
The narrative of these E sk im o s is 
as follows: 
They, with Dr. Cook, Francke and 
nine other Eskimos, left Anoratok, 
crossed Smith’s Sound to Cape Sabine, 
slept in Commander Peary’s old house 
in Payer Harbor, then went through 
Rice Strait to Buchanan Bay.

Here they killed some 
musk-oxen and, continuing east, killed 
four more at the place indicated on 
the chart, and were finally stopped by 
the pack ice at the mouth of Jones 
Sound.

president had said, ‘it is the duty of 
a new spaper to print the news and to 
tell the tru th about it.’ It is the duty 
of a new spaper to draw inferences for 
the people. 
“Now th ere w ere many peculiar cir­ 
cum stances about the whole Panam a 
canal business. 
I do not wish to be 
understood as reflecting upon anybody 
In c r out of office, except such person 
or persons as I m ay name. 
Unusual and Peculiar. 
“The revolution in Panam a, the cir­ 
cum stances concerning it. were un­ 
usual and peculiar. 
The people were 
interested In th e construction of the 
canal. It was a m atter of great public 
concern; a large portion of the people 
favored the N icaraguan route; anoth 
cr portion preferred the Panam a route. 
A com m ittee w as appointed to Investi­ 
gate the relative m erits of the tw o 
routes. They investigated and report­ 
ed In favor of N icaragua. Shortly a ft­ 
erw ard they changed to Panam a. 
Up 
to the tim e of th a t change as I gather 
from the evidence, the lowest offer 
which had been suggested as the one 
at which th e Panam a property—the 
property of th e Panam a Canal com­ 
pany—could be procured, was som e­ 
thing 
over 
one 
hundred 
millions. 
Then 
rather 
suddenly 
it 
becam e 
known th a t it could be procured for 
forty millions. 
“Now, there w ere a num ber of peo­ 
ple who thought there was som ething 
w rong—som ething 
not 
just exactly 
right about th a t transaction, and I say 
for myself th a t now I feel a natural 
curiosity to know what the real tru th 
was. 
“Thereupon the com m ittee of the 
U nited Stutes senate was appointed to 
investigate these m atters—about the 
only way it. could be investigated. 
The com m ittee m et, as stated in these 
articles, 
these 
men ‘who knew all 
about it.’ 
I think th at is the proper 
way to 
speak 
of W illiam 
Nelson 
Cromwell. 
W ell, 
these 
m en 
were 
called before the com m ittee and Mr. 
Cromwell upon having certain ques­ 
tions put to him stood upon his privi­ 
lege as an attorney and refused to 
answer. 
T hat was the state of the 
case as shown by the evidence, when 
we adjourned last June.” 
Judge A nderson referred to the fact 
th a t when questions were asked of 
Mr. Cromwell the answ ers to which 
m ight reflect upon him or his asso­ 
ciates, Mr. Cromwell stood upon his 
privilege, but w henever a question 
was asked th a t gave him an oppor­ 
tunity lo say som ething in th eir behalf 
be proceeded to answer. 
Judge A n­ 
derson believes this was ju st grounds 
for suspicion, and he still is suspi­ 
cious about it. 
Judge 
A nderson’s 
decision 
holds 
th at the defendants com m itted 
no 
crim e in the D istrict of Columbia, and 
th a t lf they did com m it any crim e at 
all it was com m itted in Indianapolis, 
w here th eir paper was and is pub­ 
lished.

Although Mr. T aft did more than fifty 
miles by autom obile and having fallen 
twenty Ave m inutes behind his sched­ 
ule at San Bernardino, was carried 
along the roads between that city and 
Riverside at a r a t3 of speed th at 
exceeded thirty*Avo miles an hour. 
Beginning his day with a trip to the 
soldiers’ homo Just outside of Los An­ 
geles and speaking there to an au­ 
dience of 8.600 veterans, the president 
went next to Pasadena to be en ter­ 
tained at luncheon by citizens. 
After com plim enting th at city upon 
its luxurious homes, Mr. T aft had an 
hour’s ride to San Bernardino, m ak­ 
ing several stops of a few m inutes 
duration at the interm ediate stations 
to satisfy the great crowds gathered 
at the depots for a word or tw o from 
the car end.

He was whirled away for five 
miles more of sightseeing, including a 
(lim b to the top of Rubidoux mourn 
w here a famous old mission cross still 
stands. 
The president was the guest of hen 
or at a banquet in the Glenwood hotel. 
Mr. Taft declared that he had en 
joyed his stay in California.
